MORE than 100 vulnerable young people 
will be moved from their homes under 
plans to close Occasio House in Harlow. 

In a letter to residents, which has been 
seen by the Star, housing provider and 
operator East Thames said: “East 
Thames’ supported accommodation and 
foyer services have historically provided 
support to a high number of young people 
in one building. 

“The foyer model provides accommod¬ 
ation and support for maximum of two 
years to enable young people to move on 
to more independent living. 

“This large-scale approach is difficult 
to manage, and it is the view of both East 
Thames and Essex County Council that 
the model of support offered at Harlow 
Foyer is now longer sustainable in its 
current form.” 

Agreed 

It added: “We have therefore agreed 
that Harlow Foyer will no longer provide 
supported accommodation services.” 

The project in Playhouse Square offers 
accommodation to young single homeless 
people with support needs, and those at 
risk, aged between 16 and 24 years old. 

The building is made up of 116 prop¬ 
erties - 76 furnished studios and 40 unfur¬ 
nished one-bedroom flats. 

A spokeswoman for East Thames said 
that Harlow Foyer will “cease to operate” 
later this year. 

She added: “There will be no funding 
available to provide support later this 
year, and this large-scale approach to

providing support and accommodation is 
therefore no longer viable. 

“East Thames has therefore decided 
that Harlow Foyer will no longer provide 
supported accommodation services from 
September 2016. 

“We are committed to providing as 
much support as we can to make the 
transition to alternative suitable accom¬ 
modation as smooth as possible.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, portfolio holder 
for housing, added: “Harlow Council will 
be supporting both East Thames and 
Essex County Council during this dif¬ 
ficult time for all residents of the Foyer. 

“We will work alongside our partners 
to support and assist some of those 
affected. Future housing provision for 
many of the residents will be provided by 
other agencies and not the council. 

“Our support could include advice on 
the housing options available to indi¬ 
viduals and in a few cases the assessment 
of an individual’s housing need. Some 
Foyer residents may already be on Har¬ 
low’s Housing Needs Register.”

Milestone as developer selected for multi-million pound project

A NEW multi-million-pound, 25-acre 
science park with restaurants, cafes 
and a gym will transform Harlow into 
“the place to be” for future 
generations. 

The creation of the park at Harlow 
Enterprise Zone moved a step closer 
this week with landowners Harlow 
Council appointing VINCI UK Devel¬ 
opments as its preferred development 
partner. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: 
“This is a really important milestone. 
This is not just another industrial 
park it’s aspirational. This new sci¬ 
ence park has huge potential for cre¬ 
ating new jobs, creating new 
opportunities for local people and 
attracting businesses and further 
investment to Harlow. 

Exciting 

“This is a very exciting time for the 
regeneration of Harlow and the new 
opportunities that are being created.” 

He added: “Vinci is an experienced 
developer with a successful track 
record of building facilities which 
regenerate areas and provide econom¬ 
ic prosperity.” 

The council’s vision for London 
Road North is to create a high-quality 
science park in an attractive campus- 
style environment that brings high 
technology companies to the town. 

The park will focus on the life sci¬ 
ence, ICT and advanced manufactur¬ 
ing sectors, providing more than 
500,000 sq.ft, of space and potential 
employment for between 2,500 and 
3,000 people. The park will also be the 


home of Anglia Ruskin University’s 
Med-Tech Innovation Centre. 

Cllr Tony Durcan, portfolio holder 
for regeneration and enterprise, 
speaking at a cabinet meeting last 
Thursday said: “It’s a journey, at times 
it will be slow but at others it will 
speed up, but it will be a journey. 

“Hopefully it will be a very positive 
and constructive way forward that will 
be a true legacy for the next gen¬ 
erations of Harlow communities.” 

A full development agreement is 
expected to be signed in summer with 
building work starting by the end of 
the year. Work has already taken place 
to prepare for development at London 
Road North with a new access road 
built through the site and other infra¬ 
structure improvements scheduled to 
be completed by autumn. 


Opposition leader Cllr Andrew 
Johnson said: “This is the future and 
not only is it the future, it’s the future 
of the future. It makes Harlow the 
place to be but people outside of Har¬ 
low have a way of knocking Harlow, 
but 1 don’t think they’ll be knocking us 
for much longer,” he added. 

Opportunity 

Cllr Maggie Hulcoop added: “I’m 
excited about this whole enterprise. It 
is an opportunity for the town, it’s an 
opportunity for the people that are 
going to work there, and the appren¬ 
ticeships that are going to be able to be 
put in there. 

“We’ve gone from an industrial 
town as we started out to be to 
something now that is changing. We’re 
scientific, we’re digital and we have an 


image that is now going to be respected 
not just here but in Europe and further 
afield. Because this is a great oppor¬ 
tunity for the town put some roots 
down. We’ve got everything going for 
us now.” 

Bruno Dupety CEO of VINCI PLC 
added: “VINCI and Discovery Park 
will set out to deliver a unique scheme 
for Harlow that is a step change from 
what currently exists in the town. We 
will achieve this through delivering a 
consistent, yet flexible building design 
that will appeal to modern occupiers 
and offer maximum flexibility 
throughout their occupancy. 

“This masterplan will be built 
around a central heart which will 
provide a vibrant hub for people to 
meet, form partnerships and exchange 
ideas.” 


School places: Most Essex parents get first choice 


THE overwhelming majority of 
children who will be starting 
secondary school in September have 
offered their first or second choice by 
Essex County Council, according to 
figures released this week. 

The county council dealt with 
about 15,000 applications, with more 
than 85.9 per cent of youngsters being 
allocated a place at their first choice 
school and 7.7 per cent offered their 
second choice. 

But within hours of parents being 


informed of the results of the 
allocation process, some took to 
social media to record their 
disappointment at the outcome. 

Writing on the Star’s Facebook 
page. Heather Morris said: “My 
daughter got her third choice and is 
not going to be with any of her 
friends, she is so upset” while Claire 
Haines posted: “My daughter didn’t 
get into any of her choices.” Lynn 
Daniels added: “My son didn’t get 
any of his choices for secondary 


school and offered a place other end 
of town to us, so now 1 need to 
appeal.” 

Cllr Ray Gooding, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
education and lifelong learning, said 
he was delighted more than 93 per 
cent of those who applied had been 
given their first or second choice. 

“This achievement is testament to 
the hard work of admissions staff, 
schools and those involved in 
planning expansions as well as our 


continued investment in creating 
additional school places,” he said. 

“We are creating 2,195 new school 
places for the 2016/17 academic year 
and plan to spend £364m over the 
next three years on delivering 
thousands more.” 

In Harlow, an additional 210 places 
will be created at Longwood Primary 
Academy this September and 
Kingsmoor Academy in 2017. A new 
primary school will also be built at 
Newhall in 2018.

Kite surfer killed 
in ‘rare’ accident 


Friends shocked by death of ‘a really nice guy’

FRIENDS of an experienced kite 
surfer who suffered fatal injuries 
in an accident while taking part 
in the sport he loved have spoken 
of their shock. 

Paramedics battled for an hour 
in an unsuccessful attempt to save 
father-of-one Mark Paxton, who 
was killed while kite surfing at 
Ray Creek near St Oysth last 
Sunday (February 21). 

Mr Jackson, who was in his 40s, 
lived with his wife Andrea and 
their son Jack in a cottage at 
Canons Brook Golf Club in Har¬ 
low where he worked as the 
ground manager. 

Reports from those involved in 
the rescue effort said strong 
winds may have pulled him into 
the sea wall, causing his injur¬ 
ies. 

Friend Tony McSpadden, 36, 
who, was with Mr Paxton on the 
morning of the accident, said: “He 
was a really nice guy and a very 
experienced surfer with great 
ability.

“The weather conditions were 
good, it was a nice windy day and 
he was flying the correct kite. It 
was a tragic accident.” 

Simon Mudd, chairman of 
Essex Kite Surfers’ Club, said: 
“Everyone was shocked and in 
disbelief as he was someone that 
was so competent. 

“There was nothing wrong with 
what he did to prepare, it was a 


tragic accident and unfortunate 
state of circumstances. 

“Kite surfing is a safe sport and 
not considered an extreme sport. 
We will be looking at what lessons 
can be learnt but it’s hard to see 
what we can do.” 

David Ursell, who runs a kite¬ 
surfing school, added: “It was an 
unfortunate and very rare acci¬ 
dent. The whole kite-surfing com¬ 
munity is reeling from this 
news.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said 
Mr Paxton had sustained trau¬ 
matic injuries. 

Sandra Langton, manager of 
Canons Brook Golf Club, said: 
“The loss to us all, both profes¬ 
sionally and personally, is 
immense. 

“Apart from being exception¬ 
ally talented, Mark was a nice guy, 
and always had time to stop and 
talk to members and guests at the 
golf club. 

“We are all stunned at this tra¬ 
gic news of hiss death. He has 
been an integral part of Canons 
Brook Golf Club for 19 years.”

A culture of great

THE principal of Harlow College 
has welcomed the latest findings 
of an Ofsted inspection team 
which she said highlighted its 
“culture of high expectations”. 

The college has been given an 
overall rating of ‘good’ in the 
inspectors’ report which was pub¬ 
lished last week.

“The judgements made by Ofs¬ 
ted confirm our strong perform¬ 
ance in Department of Education 
tables and also highlight our 
highly effective partnerships 
with both employers and 


the community.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
added: “The college is transform¬ 
ing the lives of so many young 
people in our town, ensuring that 
they have jobs and skills for the 
future.” 

■ A HARLOW primary school is 
celebrating after it received a pos¬ 
itive Ofsted report after previ¬ 
ously told it required improve¬ 
ment. 

Inspectors said The Downs 
Primary School, in The Hides, 
had improved sufficiently since 
the last assessment in October 
2013 to receive a ‘good’ rating.

Headteacher Elisabeth Gelston 
said: “We have worked extremely 
hard to get this result. We are 
delighted with the report and it is 
a secure ‘good’ result.

Government to pay for 
new secondary school 

News follows announcement of redundancies over funding cuts

A NEW secondary school in Harlow 
would be funded by the Government if 
plans are given the green light. 

Around 25 jobs would also be created 
under plans by the Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust to reopen the former Passmores 
School site in Tendring Road. 

The new secondary, which would have 
a sixth form, would be funded by the 
Department for Education which will 
pay for any construction works. 

BMAT chief executive, Helena Mills 
said the new school was to meet the 
“basic need” for places in Harlow. 

She said: “In 2018 there will be over 300 
children who will not be able to obtain a 
place in the five current schools because 


they will all be full to capacity.” 

Last month, BMAT announced the 
start of a consultation over plans to make 
support staff redundant including teach¬ 
ing assistants, lunchtime assistants and 
caretakers. 

All BMAT primary and secondary 
schools are affected by the plans, which 
have been blamed on Government fund¬ 
ing cuts. 

Jobs 

But critics of the new school proposals 
are questioning why BMAT is expanding 
while slashing jobs. 

Ms Mills said: “Funding to education 
is reducing in real terms so leaders in 
education have to use resources very 
sensibly. We will be doing this and have 
appropriate staffing planned for 2018 


until the school reaches full capacity in 
2023.” 

Feedback from a survey of residents 
has been “positive” according to BMAT, 
who says the community recognises the 
need for another secondary school in the 
town. 

Ms Mills added: “Parents of Year 3 and 
4 pupils are particularly supportive as 
they are worried a place at a current 
secondary will not be available in the 
future. The proposal for a sixth form has 
also been very well received.” 

The trust hope to name the new school 
the Sir Frederick Gibberd Academy and 
have been speaking the Harlow mas- 
terplanner’s daughter, who is supportive 
of the name choice. 

BMAT has also named Cooks Spinney 
Academy head of school Stuart Pope as 


executive headteacher for both Cooks 
Spinney and Roydon Primary School. 

Ms Mill explained: “This is to ensure 
the expertise of Mr Pope, which has 
benefitted the more able children of 
Cooks Spinney, can be shared more form¬ 
ally across Roydon. 

Curriculum 

“Mr Pope and his team have developed 
an inspiring new curriculum which will 
help children in both schools achieve 
well whilst having a great experience. 

“By bringing the schools together, and 
sharing practices, both Cooks Spinney 
and Roydon will sooner become out¬ 
standing schools.”

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Man accused 
of shooting 
says gun was 
pointed at him 

A MAN standing trial for a shooting 
incident in Harlow told a jury it 
happened as he tried to fend off an 
attacker who was pointing the gun at 
him. 

Shea Kenny, 25, of Abbeydale Close, 
Harlow, denies charges of possessing a 
shotgun with intent to endanger life and 
wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

The prosecution said the incident 
happened in Willowfield, Harlow, in 
August last year when the victim, Sam 
Weaver, was shot in the hand and arm by 
Kenny who was sitting in his BMW 

Giving evidence, Kenny told the jury 
at Chelmsford Crown Court that fol¬ 
lowing an exchange of text messages he 
had collected £480 worth of cannabis to 
deliver to Mr Weaver. 

Hammer 

“Sam Weaver walked up to my win¬ 
dow, pulled out a hammer and smashed 
my window and then the passenger door 
opened and the gun was in my face,” said 
Kenny. “1 grabbed it and moved it side¬ 
ways. 

“There were two barrels in my face 
and then 1 got hit on the back of the head 
with the hammer and there was a loud 
bang. 1 lay on the floor trying to protect 
myself. 

“1 got hit on the back of the head and 
couldn’t see who was holding the gun. It 
all happened in five seconds.” 

He said he was then pulled out of his 
car and punched and kicked in the face 
and body while he was on the ground. 

He added: “1 never possessed that fire¬ 
arm, 1 didn’t have one and never held it. 
1 just grabbed it to move it away from my 
face.”

Head supports role 
of children’s centre 

Passmores principal says families benefit from extra help

POTTER Street Children’s Centre is needed 
to offer support to families living in the local 
community, accordinmg to Passmores 
Academy principal Vic Goddard. 

Essex County Council last week 
announced plans to close four of Harlow’s five 
children’s centres - including Potter Street - 
next year. 

Speaking this week, Mr Goddard said the 
centre, which is located on the site of Potter 
Street Academy, provides consistency and 
quality support to young people throughout 
their development as they move to primary 
and later secondary school. 

He explained it was especially important 
for children struggling with their speech and 
language, and those with learning needs. 

“It helps the school become a community 
hub - offering support throughout their jour¬ 
ney from early years to secondary,” he said. 
“There are families in the community that 
need extra support - sometimes third gen¬ 
eration Harlow families that need that sup¬ 
port. We’ve got to break the cycle with 
support and education.” 

He added: “1 know there are some difficult

decisions to be made and 1 don’t envy those 
that have to make them, but I’d love to know 


the rational for which one they keep open.” 

Children’s centres currently provide ser¬ 
vices for families with children aged 0 to 5, 
but County Hall is proposing to extend this to 
meet the needs of the whole family, from pre¬ 
birth to 19. 

Under the plans a single family hub would 
be created at Treehouse Children’s Centre in 
Parnall Road, which would open for around 
50 hours over a seven-day week. The centres 
in Old Harlow, Potter Street, Burnt Mill and 
Harberts Road would close. 

Kate Coghlan, assistant director of mar¬ 
keting and communications at Spurgeons, 
said: “For us, the priority is we are going to be 
encouraging families to get involved in the 
consultation. We’re going to tell them this is a 
real chance to help shape the services in 
Essex. 

“Until we see what we get back from the 
consultation we can’t have an opinion on it. 

“We’re going to wait and see what our 
families tell us.” 

If approved, the changes will be introduced 
next year. The consultation takes place from 
February 15 to April 10. Members of the 
public can complete the consultation online 
at http://surveys.essexinsight.org.uk/chil- 
drenscentresconsultation2016. 



Pony rescued 
by charity is 
recovering 
at sanctuary 

A SEVERELY neglected pony 
abandoned in a residential area 
of Harlow is recovering after 
being rescued by staff from a 
horse sanctuary. 

The piebald cob - who is 
estimated to be three years old 
and who has not yet been named 
- was seized under the recently 
introduced Control of Horses Act 
(England) after being alerted to 
the animal’s condition by a 
concerned member of the public. 

Jo Franklin, senior field 
officer at Redwings Horse 
Sanctuary near Harlow, attended 
together with a veterinary 
surgeon. 

“She had been abandoned on a 
green opposite a housing estate 
and was extremely thin with a 
body condition score of 0.5 
[normal BCS is 3]. Her back legs 
were also covered in diarrhoea 
and she had a weeping wound on 
her right hind leg.” 

Police and a representative 
from Harlow Council were 
present when the pony was 
removed from the residential 
area and taken for emergency 
veterinary treatment. 

So far this has included 
treating injuries and building 
her strength by correct feeding 
but there are concerns that the 
extent of the wound on her leg 
may leave her at risk of serious 
infection and permanent 
damage.

A MAN who robbed a pensioner in Harlow on 
Christmas Eve has been jailed for three years. 

Jason Blackham, 26, of no fixed abode, 
punched the 76-year-old victim and stole just £4 
from him. 

On Thursday, unemployed Blackham was 
jailed for three years by a judge at Chelmsford 
Crown Court after pleading guilty to a charge of 
robbery at an earlier magistrates court hear¬ 
ing. 

The court was told the victim was walking 
home at about 7.30pm after enjoying a Christ¬ 
mas drink with friends. 

As he was walking through an underpass 
between Latton Common Road and Church 
Road he was approached by the defendant who 
demanded money. 


When the pensioner refused to hand over the 
cash, Blackham physically assaulted him and 
he fell to the ground. 

He struggled to get back to his feet but was 
then hit repeatedly by Blackham and as a result 
fell over again. 

He then gave Blackham the £4 in loose change 
he had in his pocket and the defendant left. 

The pensioner walked to a local shop where 
an off-duty police community support officer 
saw him and called police and the ambulance 
service. 

The court was told the victim suffered several 
cuts, grazes and bruises to his head for which he 
received hospital treatment. 

Speaking after Blackham was sentenced to 
three years in prison. Detective Constable Leo 
Fordham, of Harlow CID, said: “This was a nasty 
attack on an elderly man on Christmas Eve and 
all for the sake of a few pounds.”

Social media is 
now a vital tool 
in fighting crime 


Piles of commercial and household waste turn area into eyesore

FLY-TIPPERS who have dumped a huge 
pile of rubbish and commercial waste 
near a scenic fishing spot in Harlow 
have been branded environmental van¬ 
dals. 

Harlow Council said it was horrified 
by the vast of amount of rubbish which 
has been left on the site of Timberland 
Fisheries at Pinnacles. 

Cllr Mark Wilkinson, portfolio holder 
for environment, said: “This is an issue 
we are taking very seriously. The coun¬ 
cil was made aware of the flytipping 
issue at Timberland Fisheries and we 
are carrying out ongoing investiga¬ 
tions. 


“We are horrified by the amount of 
rubbish, mainly commercial waste, that 
has been dumped at the site over what 
looks to be a period of several months. 

“Those who have dumped rubbish at 
the site have no respect for the envir¬ 
onment.” 

The fishery, which encompasses five 
lakes, provides a green oasis in the 
largely industrial western edge of the 
town. 

However, the site has been turned into 
an eyesore by the piles of rubbish includ¬ 
ing household items and car parts which 
have piled up in the space between the 
car park and lakes. 

A second smaller pile of rubbish has 
also built up nearer the entrance of the 
car park. 


The site is owned by Harlow Council 
and leased to Timberland Fisheries, 
which is responsible for the mainten¬ 
ance and security of the site. 

Cllr Wilkinson added: “We are work¬ 
ing with the company as part of the 
investigation and they have agreed to 
clean up the site. 

“We are closely monitoring the situ¬ 
ation as this clean-up needs to take place 
sooner rather than later.” 

He said the council was exploring 
measures to prevent vehicle access as 
the site cannot be closed completely due 
to a public right of way running through 
the middle. 

Preventing flytipping and prosecut¬ 
ing those responsible is a high priority 
for the council which spend thousands 


of pounds of taxpayers’ money every 
year on clean-up costs. In January three 
people appeared at Chelmsford Magis¬ 
trates Court and were fined more than 
£1,750 for dumping waste in Harlow. 

Cllr Wilkinson added: “Council 
officers have been looking through the 
rubbish and have found paperwork link¬ 
ing to one individual who has been 
issued with a £80 fixed penalty notice. 
Other investigations are ongoing. 

“Fly-tipping is both a local and nation¬ 
al problem. Both household and com¬ 
mercial fly-tipping continues to be a 
problem for Harlow Council, Essex 
County Council and private land own¬ 
ers. If we find evidence linking flytip¬ 
ping to an individual or receive eye¬ 
witness reports we will take action.” 


WRITING this column for the Star has 
made me realise how many residents 
pay attention to what is going on in 
their area. 

I get daily correspondence from 
readers outlining the issues in their 
street or the fact that they do not agree 
with me. To be honest I think it’s 
fantastic that there is an opportunity to 
carry out a healthy debate. 

One of the biggest complaints relates 
to the visibility of staff. “We never see a 
copper” is the regular chant, but just 
because they are not seen doesn’t mean 
we are not out there. 

My team walk the beat and will stop 
to speak to people about community 
issues, but the reality is that policing 
has evolved in the past 29 years. 

When I joined Essex Police our idea of 
communication was completely 
different to today. Memos would be sent 
on paper and take a week to arrive from 
HQ, radios worked on only one channel 
and social media was a column in the 
local paper. 

Our use of technology in 
crimefighting and problem-solving is 
improving daily. As an organisation we 
have never been so accountable to the 
public. As an example, those who 
disagree with this can send me an email 
at once. 

Support 

As a police service we use the 
internet, CCTV and social media to 
investigate crime. We also use Facebook 
and Twitter to tell you about the work 
we carry out or to get your support in 
finding missing people and wanted 
criminals or tracing the owners of 
property. Your response is 
overwhelming and we cannot do our job 
without you. 

Many of you may know that lots of 
Essex police officers use Twitter to keep 
you informed,including the Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh (@ 
CCEssexPolice) while locally you can 
follow @PCJoshHaase, @ PCRobHance 
and @InspPaulMaleary. We will use 
Twitter whenever it is appropriate and 
helpful to do so. It is important that you 
know what we are doing and that we are 
visible to you. 

Just over a year ago Essex Police 
introduced Essex Community 
Messaging (www.essex.police.uk/ 
contact_us/community_messaging 
.aspx) which allows us to provide 
bespoke information regarding events 
to Harlow residents. It can deliver 
information to specific postcodes. 

As time goes by we will be looking to 
use the system to ask for assistance or 
give direction. This may include the 
checking of sheds for missing people to 
highlighting a crime trend in your area. 
The uses are endless. 

As with everything I do I use the ‘Nan 
Test’. The fact is we have a number of 
‘Nans’ who follow us on Twitter and 
some of have also joined ECM. @ 
Granny_Day will tell you both processes 
are painless and free.

Safety crackdown targets drivers breaking law 


A POLICE crackdown on drivers com- 
miting motoring offences in Harlow 
resulted in 36 being caught using a 
mobile phone. 

Officers from the casualty reduc¬ 
tion section of Essex Police, working 
with the Safer Essex Roads Partner¬ 
ship, used Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition technology during the 
operation which aimed to improve 
road safety and target criminals on the 
county’s roads. 

Drivers seen breaking the law by 


officers patrolling in cars and on a 
motorcycle were escorted to check 
sites in First Avenue and Southern 
Way last Wednesday. 

Two of those stopped for using a 
mobile phone had their vehicles 
seized after checks showed they were 
not insured to drive them. 

Seventy-five were stopped for not 
wearing a seatbelt, 12 vehicles were 
not covered by a valid MOT and one 
had a defective tyre. 

In addition, two drivers were issued 


with defect rectification notices and 
given 14 days to resolve the problem or 
face further action and one was found 
to be in breach the condition of their 
licence. 

Twelve vehicles were found not to 
have a valid MOT and one was found to 
have a defective tyre. 

Sergeant Dave Rudd, of the casualty 
reduction section: “It is disappointing 
that we continue to see drivers using a 
mobile phone behind the wheel and 
refusing to wear a seatbelt.”

Daniel Robinson founded the business in Stansted, Essex in 1892. Bart Robinson, Company Director and 
former Chairman has recalled his memories of his family to us. I was brought up by my grandparents, 
Daniel & Margaret, as my mother aged 21 died from the results of childbirth. Living in Stansted at Tudor 
House, Dan the builder (as he was known), had his timber mill and builders yard on the door step. Being a 
visionary he bought a building business in Bishop’s Stortford, a brickyard at Birchanger, a seventy seven 
acre wood and Old Mill Farm, both at Elsenham. Builders were undertakers and stone masons then and so 
Daniel carried out funerals and erected memorials locally. Shire horses from the farm pulled timber from 
the wood, which were laid to season and converted at the mill to provide for joinery, fencing and coffins. 
Six of his seven sons worked in the business and five of them have off-spring who are shareholders today. 
I’m proud to say that the Harlow branch opened in Wych Elm in 1966, and many of our family members 
still live in Harlow today.

Bowls club keeps on 
rolling after 40 years

F orty years ago a group of 
men and women contributed 
half a crown each to launch 
Tye Green Indoor Bowls Club. 

Now the club, which had 1,400 
members in its 1980s hey-day, is 
thriving and has celebrated the 
milestone with a special match 
against an England Indoor Bowl¬ 
ing Association team. 

Before Tye Green there was the 
Harlow Bowling Association 
made up of outdoor clubs in the 
town. 

To play competitive bowls, 
clubs had to travel to other indoor 
clubs in Essex and Hertfordshire. 

Driving force behind the club’s 
inception was Harlow business¬ 
man Ernest Bell, known as Bill. 

The idea for an indoor bowls 
club in Harlow was first mooted in 
1972, with founder members. Bill, 
George and Joyce Watt, Peggy 
Rodd, Dennis Hyatt, Ernie Mar- 
dell, Peter Ball, Cedric Blagg, each 
putting in half a crown to launch 
the beginning of the club. 

The owner of Bell Glass which 
was opposite the club. Bill knew 
many bowlers including Cedric, 
who was a civil engineer for Har¬ 
low Council. 

Bill, Cedric and local pub land¬ 


lord Ernie formed a new com¬ 
mittee and negotiated with 
Harlow Council to acquire the 
land in Tilegate Road, Bush Fair, 
with Bill putting up a security on 
the loan for the six-rink building 
with his own money. 

Construction 

One of the first members, Mick 
Truby recalled an early meeting 
to attract new members while 
construction work was ongoing. 

“It was just a shell with a roof 
on and bare walls, generators on 
the floor to power some lights and 
old canteen tables and chairs laid 
out for a meeting,” he said. 


“Bill Bell chaired the meeting 
and those attending were asked to 
commit 50 pence each before an 
annual membership sum would 
eventually need to be paid once 
the club was opened. 

“These 50 pencers became 
founder members and Joyce Watt, 
who worked for Bill Bell, in his 
business collected the initial 50 
pences and recorded names. 

“In the very early days soon 
after the club was up and running 
we played a big game against an 
England team led by [famous Eng¬ 
land international] David Bry¬ 
ant.” 

Bell eventually became presid¬ 


ent in 1980, helped by then chair¬ 
man Doug Harris. The club’s first 
ever captain was Dennis Hyatt. 

Three more rinks were added in 
the mid-1980s to satisfy demand 
with more than 500 people on the 
club’s waiting list as it became a 
nine-rink centre. 

Matches 

Clubs from across the region 
would contest matches at Tye 
Green, by now well established on 
the indoor bowls circuit. 

The club is also home to Eng¬ 
land international and national 
champion Steve Mitchinson, who 
has plenty of happy memories. 



“I was born a year before Tye 
Green Indoor Bowls Club (TGIBC) 
opened. My grandad took up the 
sport and started playing bowls 
soon followed by my nan and 
mum,” he recalled. 

“It wasn’t long after this that I 
started playing at Tye Green 
when I reached the ripe old age of 
13.” 


The 40th anniversary match 
saw Tye Green beat an England 
side 174-153. 

A book marking the history of 
Tye Green Indoor Bowls Club is 
available at the club, which runs 
beginners’ classes every Monday 
for new members.

They include Will Edden, who plays 
Timms, and has appeared in the West End as 
the Artful Dodger and Gavroche in Les 
Miserables, and Joe Vaiana, who plays Dakin 
and is a member of the National Youth 
Theatre. 


The History Boys follow on from PTA’s 
successes in recent years with musicals such 
as Peter Pan, West Side Story and Annie.

Beauty in everything 


I T is hard to find beauty in 
everything but two artists are 
attempting to show rats and 
foxes in a positive light. 


Liz Boast and Kirsten Wilson 
have risen to the challenge for a 
new exhibition Silver Fish and 
Vermin. 


With a selection of quirky prints 
and silver jewellery, the pair are 
hoping to change perceptions, or at 
least entertain, as they showcase a 
year’s work at The Gallery at 
Parndon Mill in Harlow. 


But why did they chose such a 
strange topic? 

“It was a crazy idea to do a show 
about vermin, but we want to take 
things from a different angle,” said 
Liz, who is based full-time at a 
studio in Parndon Mill. 


“As we both live in the 
countryside, we see vermin quite a 
lot, so we got to study things first 
hand, but we looked at photographs 
as well. 


“We are both artists who work in 
print, silver work, lino and dry 
point printing, so the pairing of me 
and Kirsten is an ideal match. 
Parndon Mill is a really special 
place with nice people and a 
creative atmosphere.” 

The exhibition, which opened 
last week and runs until April 3, is 
a very large collection of work with 
both artists entering more than 30 
pieces each. 

Among the art on exhibition, 
which has taken both ladies a year 



to perfect, are a silver fish made by 
Kirsten and an etching by Liz of a 
lady carrying a fish on her head. 

They have also combined their 
efforts, and their styles, to create 
an alphabet to give an A-Z of 
vermin and their characteristics. 

Liz, who lives in Dunmow, said 
working alongside another artist 
for the first time has been an 
enjoyable experience. 

“It is a collaborative show. We 
have got the same sort of humour 
in our prints that I think comes 
across in this exhibition. 

“I have been an artist all my life 


and I usually do solo shows, so it is 
a nice change to be working with 
someone.” 

Both artists are selling their 
works on display, so it is important 
the exhibition is a success. But 
after a promising private view, they 
are hopeful of what the next five 
weeks has in store. 

“It was fantastic, a really good 
night,” said Liz after the launching 
private view. 

“There were so many people 
there, it was crazy. I sold some of 
the work last night and it is on for 
another few weeks, so hopefully I 


can sell a few more! That would be 
nice.” 

Kirsten, who is from 
Hertfordshire, has been based at 
Parndon Mill for just a year and 
has put all of her energy into this 
gallery, which she has a personal 
attachment to. 

“My grandpa called my brother 
and vermin when we used to go and 
stay at his house by the sea,” she 
said. 

“He died when I was eight, so the 
word ‘vermin’ has always come 
with an affectionate connotation 
and with the whiff of pipe smoke.” 

She added: “We both live in the 
middle of the countryside 
surrounded by all sorts of vermin 
like rats, foxes and fly-tippers. 

“Everyone has their pet hate; 
hopefully our exhibition will be 
able to shine a humorous light on 
this one. 

“It is hard to find beauty in 
everything and vermin definitely 
bring out emotion and reaction 
where ever they appear.”

Got the blues? 

Listen to Jake M 
and Elwood ... 


FTER a turbulent period, 
The Albino Peaches are 
back with a new single 
reflecting their rekindled 
love of music. 

Static Love, which will be 
available for download on iTunes at 
the end of March, marks the end of a 
difficult period of injury, and bad 
luck, for the Harlow trio. 

Frontman Dan Parkin, 29, said: 
“We’ve just finished recording our 
new single. It is something we have 
wanted to do for some time, but it 
has been a crazy seven or eight 
months for us. 

“1 wrote the song, we are really 
happy with it and can’t wait to get it 
out there. 1 wrote the lyrics before 
the music and it is about my love for 
the guitar.” 

“Last summer, we were ready to 
record everything we had been 
working on and we had all these 
things lined up, but we couldn’t do 
anything because 1 had broken my 
elbow,” the singer-songwriter 
explained. 

“1 couldn’t play as the break was 
in such a way that 1 couldn’t bend 
my hand at all, so 1 went for three or 
four months without playing one 
note. 

“1 finally picked up the guitar and 
started playing again in January. We 
went to a studio in London, recorded 
it in half an hour and got it all done 
in one day. 

“It is good to be getting back to 
normality.” 

Dan, who takes vocal and guitar, 
founded the band with drummer 
Tommy Judd in 2012 while bass 
player Kyle Panton joined last year. 

Their new single is a noticeable 


shift from the blues and folk sound 
they are best known for but the 
peaches aren’t a band to be 
pigeon-holed nor do they wish to 
settle on one style. 

“The song is a bit of a new 
direction for us and it is quite 
electronic, the bass line is like a ’80s 
disco song,” added the man from 
Derbyshire. 

“We have never liked to put 
ourselves in a box but in the past we 
have done more bluesy folk. 

“We have been writing profusely 
and songs have come faster since 1 
started writing on the acoustic 
guitar again.” 

Now Dan is back to full health, 
the group’s songs are being recorded 
and bookings are beginning to fill 
the diary. 

Dan said they have ambitious 
plans for the next 12 months to help 
move the band up to further heights. 

“We want to write more music, 
release more music and do a lot 
more travelling. We would like to 
release one more single and then do 
an EP towards the end of summer. 

“We want to get out and play and 
get more people interested in the 
music.” 

Static Love is the follow-up to 
previous single Memphis which 
gained an unexpected following in 
America after a radio DJ included it 
on his playlist. 

“Further away from home we do 
really well,” said Dan on their US 
following and touring success 
around Europe. 

“But locally we don’t seem to have 
clicked.” 


Dan has previously expressed his 
pride in being one of the few bands 
playing their own material around 
Harlow with pubs and festivals often 
favouring cover or tribute acts. 

The Albino Peaches were the only 
non-covers band to perform at one 
edition of free Harlow festival, 
LinkFest last summer, which 
exemplifies the plight many bands 
face to make their name. Their 2015 
single Should 1 Try? sums up the 
feeling of attempting, but finding it 
hard, to crack the industry. 

He feels it has become even 
harder for a band to gain a following 
in the town after the closure of The 
Square at the end of last year. 

“Small venues closing is a trend 
that seems to be developing across 
lots of towns, especially back home 
in the Sheffield area,” said Dan. 

“We, as a band, have lost a key 
venue in The Square. But even with 
it going, a lot of pubs have picked 
things up -1 know The Shark and 
The Herald have started having 
more original bands.” 

Despite the closure of the Fourth 
Avenue venue, Dan said he is 
content with the local scene, with 
the spirit of live music determined 
to survive. 

He added: “We are also doing 
some shows in Bishop’s Stortford 
and all around the area. We love it 
around here. 

“1 think Harlow is a key player in 
the southern music scene and 1 
think it can continue to grow.”

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Style over 
substance 

Damon Smith is underwhelmed by the Coen brothers' homage to Hollywood 


hen the mighty fall, 
they fall hard. 
Writer-directors Joel 
and Ethan Coen, who 
each have four 
Academy Awards on the 
mantelpiece and were nominees 
again this year for their script for 
Bridge Of Spies, descend from the 
filmmaking firmament with a 
sickening thud. 

Hail, Caesar!, the brothers’ 
screwball valentine to the golden 
age of 1950s Hollywood when 
studios nurtured, protected and 
controlled big name stars, is a 
deeply disappointing exercise in 
period style over substance, 
characterisation and wit. 

It’s hard to believe that the 
mercurial siblings who gave us 
The Big Lebowski, Fargo, O 
Brother, Where Art Thou? and No 
Country For Old Men could be 
responsible for this flimsy 
whimsy. 

Admittedly, there are a couple of 
stand-out musical sequences that 
quicken the pulse and remind us 
of the Coens’ genius. 

These crescendos are spliced 
and shoehorned into the film’s 
trailer, which runs to a trim two 
and a half minutes, and is 
infinitely more enjoyable that the 
bloated 106-minute misfire that 
has been haphazardly bolted 
together in the editing room. 

As usual, the ensemble cast 
shimmers with comic talent, but 
here, almost everyone is 
squandered in thinly sketched 
roles. 

Eddie Mannix (Josh Brolin) 
masterminds production at 
Capitol Pictures, keeping the 
tawdry secrets of his leading men 
and ladies out of rival gossip 


columns penned by twins Thora 
and Thessaly Thacker (Tilda 
Swinton). 

He also has to massage egos on 
and off the set of the studio’s big 
budget epic. Hail, Caesar! - A Tale 
Of The Christ, starring matinee 
idol Baird Whitlock (George 
Clooney). 

When a Communist group 
calling itself The Future kidnaps 
Baird, Eddie races against time to 
pay the $100,000 ransom and keep 
the abduction secret from the 
filmmaking community. 

Meanwhile, Eddie must conceal 
the pregnancy of synchronised 
swimming actress DeeAnna 
Moran (Scarlett Johansson) and 
convince revered director 
Laurence Laurentz (Ralph 
Fiennes) to cast singing Western 
dreamboat Hobie Doyle (Alden 
Ehrenreich) in his romantic 
period drama. 

“My readers don’t care about 
Hobie Doyle - he wears chaps!” 
remarks Thora Thacker coldly. 

As the situation with Baird 


spirals out of control, Eddie calls 
upon the services of 
chain-smoking film editor CC 
Calhoun (Frances McDormand), 
agent Joseph Silverman (Jonah 
Hill) and tap-dancing leading man 
Burt Gurney (Channing Tatum). 

Hail, Caesar! is depressingly 
light on laughs and the Coens’ 
trademark eccentricities. 

The fleeting appearance of a 
sparkling one-liner - “God doesn’t 
have children. He’s a bachelor and 
He’s very angry” - breaks up the 
mediocrity. 

Some vignettes are stretched to 
the point of discomfort, such as 
Hobie’s attempts to master one 
line of period dialogue (“Would 
that it were so simple”). 

Even the woefully underused 
Tatum is reduced to dancing for 
his proverbial supper in a 
tight-fitting sailor’s outfit. 

Magic Mike XXL, all is forgiven.

They went 
on to win this in 1:03.62, 
which was two seconds 
faster than the team in 
second place. 

In the second relay 
competition, the medley, 
Churchgate once again 
qualified for the final 
with a time of 1:10.41. 

Again they had a 
good lane because of 
this and won the final in 
1 : 10 . 21 . 

They now must wait 
for the regional 
qualifiers for Norfolk 
and Suffolk and the 


times from this event 
will be compared to the 
Watford qualifier. 

The three fastest 
teams go through to the 
national finals in 
Sheffield in June. 

Jonathan Tye, 
Churchgate Primary 
School head teacher, 
said: “The boys were 
outstanding and 
represented our school, 
and Harlow, with great 
pride and excitement. 

“The winning times 
were superb and are 
hopefully good enough 
for us to continue this 
exciting journey. 

“Ben, Ethan, Alex and 
Tyler have really 
pushed themselves, 
showing great 
determination, 
resilience and a belief 
in their ability. 

“It’s going to be 
difficult but we really 
hope the boys will have 
the opportunity to 
compete on the national 
stage.

DENTIST in the making Karl Bat¬ 
orski is ready to get his teeth into 
the 2016 Olympic Games - if he 
secures qualification at the Brit¬ 
ish Championships in April. 

The stalwart Harlow Penguins 
swimmer, who turns 28 later this 
month, is in the final year of his 
dental studies at Queen Mary Uni¬ 
versity in London before he takes 
up his chosen profession full 
time. 

Avid readers of Star Sport will 
have seen his name crop up on 
many occasions as he has won 
scores of medals since he began 
competing for the Harlow club 
around the turn of the century, 
before and after its move to the 
Harlow Leisurezone. 

Having built up more than 15 
years’ experience in the pool, he 
now hopes to fulfil a lifetime 
ambition by qualifying for the 
Great Britain team for this sum¬ 
mer’s showpiece in Rio de 
Janeiro. 

He said: “My personal aim is to 
swim in the Olympics and win, 
whether it be now or in the near 
future. 1 do not intend to throw in 
the towel just yet. 

“1 plan to swim in the Olympic 
trials this year in April and hope¬ 
fully make a mark on British 
swimming. 

“After that 1 will continue to 
compete at a high level in the hope 
of achieving my dream.” 

Fantastic 

After a lengthy break from the 
sport, he has hit the headlines 
once again over the last three 
years, with county, regional and 
national medals and appear¬ 
ances. 

Having lived in South Africa 
between the ages of two and 11, he 
moved with his family to Harlow 
in the late 1990s. 

Batorski, 6ft 3ins tall, got a fant¬ 
astic start to learning about his 
favourite sport in South Africa, 
training with the head coach of 
the national Olympic South Afric¬ 
an swimming team, Wayne Rid¬ 
den, as a child. 

Fresh from his huge success at 
the Essex County Champion¬ 
ships, he told the Star about his 
early swimming career. “He [Rid¬ 
den] always commented how 
determined 1 was and how 1 could 
train myself to victory,” Batorski 
said. 

“1 moved to Harlow and joined 
Harlow Penguins Swimming Club 
at the age of 12 where 1 have been 
coached by a number of people: 
Mark Pickering and Alan 
Mitchell, who pushed me to my 
limit and helped me achieve my 
goals. 

“1 met [current Penguins head 
coach] Martin Stringer three 
years ago who convinced me to get 
back into the water and compete 
on a serious level again which 1 
am truly grateful for. 

“He has shown patience and 
persistence in developing my 


skills as a swimmer and is truly a 
great coach. He will be my head 
coach heading into the Olympic 
trials and he is always poolside 
cheering me on.” 

Batorski served notice of his 
talent in Bloemfontein when he 
became the UlO South Africa 
record holder for 50 metres 
breaststroke. 

Back in Blighty, he made his 
first international appearance for 


England at 12-years-old, compet¬ 
ing against four other countries. 

He said: “At 13 1 was the fastest 
in my age group in the country for 
100 metres freestyle and 100 
metres butterfly.” 

His progress continued 
unabated as he was a two-time 
British Championships gold 
medallist at the age of 15 and 
became a 16-year-old British 
record holder in the 100m indi¬ 


vidual medley. 

When he was 17 he competed in 
the trials for the 2005 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Melbourne, Aus¬ 
tralia. 

He certainly doesn’t do things 
by halves and raced in six events, 
showing the stamina of a swim¬ 
mer many years older, competing 
in the 200m individual medley, 
100m freestyle, 100m butterfly, 
100m breaststroke, 100m back¬ 


stroke, 50m freestyle. 

Although he was ultimately 
unsuccessful in this bid to rep¬ 
resent England. 

His hopes of taking part in the 
London 2012 Olympic trials 
suffered a huge blow when he 
damaged his left shoulder. 

After a ten-year absence out of 
competition he was ninth in the 
country in the 100m butterfly at 
the British Championships in 
August 2015 and hopes to go much 
quicker this year in Glasgow. 

The man who convinced him to 
return to the sport, Martin 
Stringer, is convinced he can 
shine. 

He said: “He has been an inspir¬ 
ational swimmer for Penguins 
swimmers to follow and they are 
given a great understanding of 
what it takes, the demands phys¬ 
ically, the application in racing. 

“There are times when we have 
had to physically pull him out of 
the water.”

HE has been hailed as a future 
star by legends Steve Davis and 
Ronnie ‘The Rocket’ O’Sullivan. 

And the goal for Passmores 
School student Alex Clenshaw is 
competing alongside the likes of 
O’Sullivan and fellow Essex res¬ 
ident and current World Cham¬ 
pion Stuart Bingham. 

Alex was only 13 when he actu¬ 
ally beat former multi World 
Championship winner Steve 
Davis in an exhibition match in 
Writtle. 

He was accused of stealing his 
cue action from The Rocket him¬ 
self, only to confess that he had 
never actually watched snooker 
on television! 

Alex, now 14, has made phe¬ 
nomenal progress since being 
spotted when legend Davis ran an 
exhibition for youngsters at the 
Tracys Road school in 2014. 

Prestigious 

His progress saw him become 
the youngest ever annual Pres¬ 
ident’s Cup winner at the War 
Memorial in Old Harlow last 
month. 

He caused a huge upset when he 
beat home favourite Steve Both- 
well 2-1 in an earlier round, a 
player with more than 30 years’ 
experience on the green baize. 

The teenager showed no nerves 
as he dispatched Nobby Clarke 3-1 
in the final. 

Alex has been playing out of 
Burnt Mill Snooker & Social Club 
and the War Memorial and has 
competed alongside men in the 
Bishop’s Stortford & District 
Snooker League, but is now being 
taken under the wing of profes¬ 
sional Jason Pegram. 

Pegram, set to open his new 
club, JP Snooker, at The Stow 
soon, said: “He has got the desire. 
He has got a fantastic talent. He 
has got to learn how to impose 


himself and handle pressure.” 

Alex’s mother Chriss said: 
“Steve Davis said he has got 
something.” 

On his stunning win over the 
snooker favourite, she said: 
“Steve made a mistake on the pink 
and then Alex potted the pink and 
black.” 

The youngster has also played 
O’Sullivan. 

Pegram said ideally Alex would 
have taken up the sport at least 
five years earlier, but used Basil¬ 


don’s Bingham, of an example of 
what can be achieved in the 
sport. 

“Stuart only came into the 
sport [professionally] in the last 
ten years and he’s coming up 40. 

“Alex has got plenty of time 
ahead of him.” 

A year ago Alex competed in a 
top national tournament for U18s 
from all over the UK in Mayfair, 
London, after being nominated by 
Davis. 

Although he exited this com¬ 


petition early, he played partic¬ 
ularly well against youngsters 
several years older than him. 

Chriss added: “We realised it 
would make or break him. He was 
nervous but he did not get dis¬ 
heartened. It made him more 
determined.” 

Alex practices every day and 
has even ditched the Xbox as he 
looks to move up the rankings. 

“He’s really small for his age 
but he’s being talked about as a 
future star,” said Chriss. 


“He got rid of the Xbox. We said 
‘if you want to be professional you 
have to remove things that inter¬ 
fere’. 

“He has played at the Crucible 
against professional players. 
When he played Ronnie [O’Sul¬ 
livan] he got told off. They said 
‘don’t watch Ronnie, you are copy¬ 
ing his movement’ and he said he 
had never watched him. They just 
assumed he was doing that to be 
like Ronnie, but he does not watch 
anyone.”

And the Harlow Town 
supremo has not given up hope 
of signing a striker from a 
Vanarama North side - even if 
it’s near the end of the season. 

The acquisition of Butler 
(pictured above), who played for 
the Hawks during the 2012-13 
campaign, will provide cover at 
full-back and centre-half He can 
also play in midfield. 

Butler came through the youth 
system at Stevenage before 
switching to St Albans City. 

He has also featured for 
Histon, Royston Town and 
Arlesey Town. 

He was previously at Ryman 
Premier Division side 
Brentwood. 

Chapman said: “He came for 
training and did okay. He can 
play centre-half, right-back or 
central midfield. 

“He’s a tall lad and technically 
good. Hopefully he can add 
something to the squad but he 
will have to bide his time and 
wait for his opportunity.” 

Roots 

Chapman cannot name the 
Vanarama North striker he 
hopes to sign, but revealed the 
player wants to return to his 
Essex roots. 

Meanwhile, Harlow face a 
difficult trip to Bury Town on 
Saturday in Ryman North.
